The others walked and walk¬
ed hard and laboriously, but withal, for
a lime, at least, good naturedly. At dif¬
ferent stages of the trip groups would
gather to discuss tho inerite oí the ques¬
tions Involved in tho strike. This was be¬
fore the heat of tho day had caused men
to wobble along with their tongues hang¬
ing out. Somo of tlie philosophically* and
the humorously disposed ga'i-e vent tp
auch vastly amusing and utterly convul-
»ing sallies as "Is walking good?" "Suy
them's going to be a stroet car strike."
"Look out or you'll get late," and othete
of liko hue and description.

LONG DISTANCES.
Of course, thore are more people who

lived within easy distances, but they don't
count. Factory pirla nnd laboring men

generally caught it hard and they wera

tho very ones least able to pay cab and
hack fare. Tbey were far from bolus
alone In their trouble, however, for tho
et recti: were lined with others In a Ilk«
fix. Judging from the sidewalks It seemeil
like a big holiday instead of the dny least
of any time In the year like a holiday.
.Many people had to traverse long dis¬

tances' afoot. Fultonltea wero utterly
without resource. Many peonlo awaited
the caxs, which came not, and then thoy
ell set out to walk far up town. Man¬
chester people also caught It bad. and
wore much eolo leather to a frazzle.
Hundreds of working girls nnd others,
many of them employed in tho factories
of Richmond, walked all the way to

town, pome of them coming all the way
from Sivansboro, across thn bridges, nnd
through Richmond. Nearly everybody
was late to work, but It couldn't bo
helped. At so early an hour ns this the
news of the strike had not gotten well
abroad.
Church Hüll walked straight up Broad

Street from Chlmboray.o Park. It was a

perlous undertaking, but It had to he
done, and thousands did it. It Is re¬

corded that one car came Into the city
about ? o'e'*k In the morning from
Seven pines. It was crowded with resi¬
dents of tho county, a number of whom
wero no. little disgruntled when tho con¬

ductor and motorman turned in the
switch handles, eto., and announced that
they would have to walk the rest of
"the way. The majority of them knew
of.the striko, but several lind asked for
transfers when they boarded tho car.

WAGONS RUNNTNG.

Not many hours passed before the
liverymen began to get In some work.
The more comfortably fixed, from a

financial point of view, hired carriages
nnd hacks or rode in those they owned.
Now and then e.n automobile sped
along. Many others cast dignity to'the
four winds and mounted wagons and
anything else that came along.
Later In the day something like a 'bus

service was started.' Wagons were run

from Manchester across and along tho
streets of tho city, charging a 5 or 10-
cent fare. Many people took advantage
of them, but they were nothing like suf-
ficent to accommodate the vast ma¬

jority who walked.
Quite a number of excursions have

wero on strike would not precipitato trou¬
ble, but that, idle outsiders might cause
such, tlie- board set about; perfecting
plans to prevent disorder of auy kind.

Strict or¬
ders have been Issued to the men to avoid
violence, either In ant or language, nnd to
refrain from the uso of Intoxicants, or
certainly from overindulgence. Any man
who by his conduct brings tho organiza-
Ion into disrepute will be disciplined hy tho
organization. Certainly that Is tho an¬
nounced policy of thn men. Nearly all thn
strikers aro wearing their uniforma and
many their caps, both of which belong to
them Individually. Only a few havo yet
turned In their buttons, badges and in-
structlons, for which they have made a
deposit of money with the company.
These will bo turned In When the men
have been paid off and these deposits re¬
funded to them. This, it is understood
from tho notlco posted by Mr. Huff, will
be. dono to-day, although It is not regular
pay-da y»

A Discreet Silence.
Only the sequel can develop what tho

plans of tha mon and of tho company aro
In detail. Bolli urn maintaining a dis¬
creet silence, keeping their Information
and plans carefully to themselves, lest
prematuro announcement defeat them or
prevent their full fruition. The company
Is quietly confident. Tha position of Ilio
men Is briefly sot forth In tho quoted
.statement of Mr. Orr: "I havo absolute
confidence In tho successful termination
of the strike. O course it Is hard to pre
diet how long It may last; very hard.
Conditions aro different In every city, and
It will tnko a day or two to develop just
how long It may continue."

It Is understood that a slaloment will
be prepared by the men and given to
the public: either to-day or to-morrow,
sotting forth In detail their contention,
their efforts to scoino a betterment, of
their condition, and the causes leading
up to and Influencing Ihcin to «Mike.
This may he prepared at the meeting
to-night and given out. or It may go over
another day. It will bo a plain statement·,
from the men's standpoint, designed tp
lay before the public all the facts In
the case, tlio men roalizing that the
public should bo taken into their confi¬
dence, elnco upon public sentiment much
of the success of their cause depends.
In the event that such a statement 1«

issued by the men, it may call forth a
counter statement from the company,
though no announcement of such a con¬
tingent course is made.

Cannot Enforce Ordinance in Case of
a Strike,

One of the interesting features of tho
street railway strike is the fart disclosed
by a carotili examination of the charier
arid ordinance of the company with re¬
gard to what Ik required >>t them by
tho city in cuso of a strike in relation to
tho running of their cars.
Tlio ordinance under which tho Virginia

Passenger ami Power Company Is operat¬
ing at present provides that thoy shall
operato earn over their tracks dully upon
a fixed schedule, except when prevented
by an act of God, or matters beyond thelt
control. From eminent authority it is
learned that "mutters beyond their con¬
trol" has been hold by the courts to
mean that In pasa of a strike or lock¬
out the company cannot be compelled
by municipal authority to operato Its
cars. This is a fact not generally known,
and It Is ono that will, therefore, bo of
Interest io the public.
